TWO people have been killed and 
a teenager is fighting for his life 
following a week of misery on East 
Cambridgeshire’s roads. 

Two horrific collisions - one on 
the A10 at Chittering last Wednes¬ 
day and the other in Wilburton 
Road, Haddenham, on Tuesday - 
have left families and communities 
in the Ely area devastated. 

Carpenter Phillip Beeton, 50, 
died in the tragic incident in Chit¬ 
tering and his 17-year-old nephew, 
Jack Beeton, from Littleport, who 


and 17-year-old remains in coma 


was a passenger in the van, re¬ 
mains in an induced coma at Ad- 
denbrooke’s, Cambridge. 

The collision in Haddenham in¬ 
volved a coach and a car, and de¬ 
spite the best efforts of the emer¬ 
gency services, the driver of the 
car, a woman in her 70s, died at the 
scene. She had not been named by 
the time Ely News went to print. 

Mr Beeton, who lived in Feltwell 
Road, Southery, but who was well 
known in the Ely area, was driving 
a blue Citroen Relay van when it 


was involved in a collision with a 
tipper lorry. 

The collision happened outside 
the Travellers Rest pub at around 
3.30pm. 

Mr Beeton, whose fiancee, Jane 
Taggart, is chef supervisor at King’s 
Ely, is survived by two children; 
Marie, 21, and Harry, 19. 

The day of the collision was 
Marie’s 21st birthday.

Tributes pour in for 
crash victim Phillip

Phillip Beeton has been 
described as “one of the 
nicest blokes you could 
meet” by his brother, David, 
who is Jack’s father. 

Speaking to Ely News, 
David said: “None of it 
seems real yet, I don’t think 
any of it has sunk in.” 

Phillip worked as a 
carpenter for David, who 
runs B & B Carpentry in 
Littleport. Jack, a former 
Ely College student who 
is now studying carpentry 
at Cambridge Regional 
College, also works for the 
firm. 

David, who lives with his 
wife, Emma, and three other 
children, said: “Phillip and 
Jack had finished a job and 
were on their way back to 
Ely to collect some materials 
for a job the following day 

“None of us know what to 
do really We want to grieve 
for Phillip but we’ve got to 
be strong for Jack, who really 
isn’t in a good way. 

“Everyone’s devastated 
as my brother was one of 
the nicest blokes you could 


meet. His family, friends 
and everyone in the area 
who knew him got on well 
with him, and the support 
shown by everyone since the 
accident has been amazing.” 

Jack, who passed his 
driving test around 
two weeks ago, is still 
in an induced coma at 
Addenbrooke’s. 

David said: “It’s easier to 
list what bones he hasn’t 
broken to be honest. He’s 
got swelling of the brain, a 
collapsed lung, his liver and 
spleen have split.... He’s in a 
really bad way 

“We’re a big family, my 
sister and her husband have 
four children, and there’s my 
mum and dad, who have 
lived in Ely all their lives. 
We’re all there to support 
him. 

“Jack loved Phillip; he 
really looked up to him so 
it’s going to be awful having 
to tell him that he died.” 

Sue Freestone, principal 
of King’s Ely, said: “We have 
been touched by the death 
of someone so close to a 
valued colleague. 

“Phil’s loved ones are in 
our thoughts and prayers.” 


A 58-year-old man from 
Huntingdon has been 
arrested on suspicion of 
causing death by dangerous 
driving and has been 
released on police bail until 
December 9. 

Police are urging anyone 
who witnessed the collision, 
or who has any information, 
to call 101. 

Officers are also appealing 
for witnesses to the fatal 
Haddenham collision to 
come forward. 

It involved a silver Vaux- 
hall and a Dews coach, and 
happened in Wilburton 
Road - at the junction with 
Twenty Pence Road - at 
around 11am on Tuesday. 

The elderly driver of the 
Vauxhall died at the scene. 

According to police, there 
were five people on the bus, 
including the driver, when 
the collision happened 
and all except one were 
uninjured.

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Thousands celebrate the joys of harvest at cathedral 


VIBRANT floral and produce 
displays filled Ely Cathedral 
with autumnal colour. 

More than 2,000 people 
attended the annual Harvest 
Festival at the weekend, 
and Sallyann Ford, deputy 
operations manager, said 
visitors were "blown away" 
by the displays. 

There was a variety of 
floral, food and farming 
displays and demonstrations, 
as well as live sheep and 
an Allis-Chalmers Model B 
tractor, dating back to the 
1940s. 

Alongside the displays were 
photographs of farm scenes 
from the 1960s and free 
recipe leaflets for visitors. 

The festival was launched 
with a harvest supper event 
in the Lady Chapel on Friday 
and the festival was open on 
Saturday and Sunday. The 
sabbath also featured the 
Harvest Sung Eucharist. 

Organisations which took 
part included Cambridgeshire 
Beekeepers, the Farmland 
Museum at Denny Abbey, 

G's Growers at Barway, and 
NIAB, the National Institute 
of Agricultural Botany. 
Barcham Trees supplied trees 
for a display. 

The charities supported 
at the event, organised by 
the National Farmers Union 
and a cathedral committee, 
were the Royal Agricultural 
Benevolent Institution and Ely 
Foodbank. 



CRIME 

County PCC 
to leave role 
next spring 

CAMBRIDGESHIRE'S police and 
crime commissioner is not standing 
for the top job in next year's 
election, it has been announced. 

Sir Graham Bright said he will 
leave the "very demanding role" in 
May next year as he does not feel 
he can commit "for another four 
years" to the £70,000-a-year post. 

"It has been an enormous honour 
and privilege for me to serve the 
people as Cambridgeshire's first 
Police and Crime Commissioner," 
said Sir Graham. 

"This is an immensely satisfying 
role and I have relished the 
challenges posed by the changes 
we have had to make in order to 
continue to deliver an effective 
police force in a period of reducing 
budgets. 

"I will leave office in May 2016 
with the constabulary in a strong 
position and with many long term 
programmes under way that will 
ensure a strong financial and 
operational footing in the future. 

"Between now and May 2016, I 
will continue to drive forward the 
changes under way to ensure that 
whoever succeeds me starts with a 
strong foundation." 

Nick Clarke, former leader of 
Cambridgeshire County Council 
who defected to UKIP from the 
Conservatives, is widely expected to 
put himself forward for the job.

Raids trigger 
police warning 


DISTRACTION burglars 
have been targeting homes 
in East Cambridgeshire - 
sparking a fresh plea for resi¬ 
dents to be vigilant. 

At least three local inci¬ 
dents have been reported to 
police since October 3 - two 
in Mepal and one in Ford- 
ham. 

The Fordham burglary in 
Market Street saw the home- 
owner, a man in his 70s, 
threatened with a knife. 

He was targeted at about 
6pm on October 6 when a 
man knocked on the door 
claiming to be from the “wa¬ 
ter board”. 

The victim was then 
pushed into the house and 
followed by three men wear¬ 
ing black bandanas, woolly 
hats and gloves. 

They threatened him and 
a woman in her 40s with a 
knife from the kitchen, de¬ 
manding cash and the jewel¬ 
lery they were wearing. 

They pushed the victims 
to the floor and ransacked 
the house, fleeing with jew¬ 
ellery, including necklaces 
and rings, and cash. The 
men were all white and were

wearing dark clothing. 

Just three days earlier on 
October 3, police were called 
to a property in School Fane, 
Mepal, after an elderly wom¬ 
an fell victim to a distraction 
burglarly. 

Again the offender, a man 
described as white, 25 to 30 
years old, about 5ft 8in, of 
slim build, with ginger hair 
and wearing a blue ano¬ 
rak, told the victim he was 
from the “water board” and 
needed to check the water as 
there was an issue locally. 

He entered the house, 
checked the water supply 
in the kitchen and left. Eater 
that day the victim discov¬ 
ered that the upstairs rooms 
had been searched through 
and money had been taken. 

At around 7pm on October 
8, police were then called to 
a property in River Close, 
Mepal. 

The homeowner discov¬ 
ered a man in the utility 
room, who when challenged, 


claimed to have entered the 
wrong house. 

As he left, the homeowner 
noticed another man in the 
garden. Nothing was taken 
from the property. 

Both men are described as 
between 16 and 20 years old, 
approximately 5ft 5in and of 
skinny build. One was wear¬ 
ing a dark baseball cap. 

Detective Sergeant John 
Yore said: “A genuine caller 
will expect to have their 
identification checked and 
should not be offended if 
they are asked for identifica¬ 
tion, to enable residents to 
check that they are genuine. 

“I also urge residents to be 
vigilant with their own secu¬ 
rity and that of their neigh¬ 
bours’, particularly if they 
are vulnerable, and request 
that any suspicious activity 
is reported to the police.”

New primary 
school to open 
in the New Year 


PUPILS at Ely’s newest pri¬ 
mary school will be moving 
into their purpose-built new 
site in the New Year. 

The Isle of Ely Primary 
School, which is run by the 
Active Learning Trust (ALT), 
is currently operating from 
Ely St Mary’s Junior School, 
in High Barns. 

The ALT and Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council 
were hoping the multi-mil¬ 
lion pound new facilities 
- located in Cam Drive - 
would be finished in time 
for September this year but 
in March they announced 
the state-of-the-art facili¬ 
ties would not be ready until 
2016. 

On Monday, they an¬ 
nounced that the scheme 
would be ready in time for 
the move to go ahead in 
January

A topping out ceremony is 
being held at the new site on 
Thursday, October 22 to cel¬ 
ebrate the fact the project is 
nearing completion. 

Gary Peile, chief executive 
of the ALT, said: “There has 
been a great effort from a lot 
of people to get this project 
off the ground and complet¬ 
ed to schedule. 

“We’re extremely grateful 
for everyone’s hard work and 
dedication, and the topping 
out ceremony will allow us 
to celebrate the beginning 
of a new school serving the 
growing population of Ely” 
Key Stage 1 classrooms, 
administration, the main 
hall and the school library 
will be ready to use in Janu¬ 
ary, enabling pupils and staff 


to move from Ely St Mary’s. 

Final completion will 
be in May 2016 when the 
school will be able to cater 
for 630 pupils in total. 

Bryony Surtees, execu¬ 
tive head teacher of Isle of 
Ely and Chesterton Primary 
Schools, said: “The comple¬ 
tion of the school building 
is very exciting, and I know 
that our staff and pupils are 
looking forward to moving 
into the premises in January 

“Our vision for Isle of Ely 
is to build upon the strong 
foundations we have es¬ 
tablished over the last few 
months, as well as ensuring 
that we continue to develop 
links with the community 
and beyond to support the 
local area.” 

The construction of the 
school has been managed 
by the Kier Group.

Spud, sweat and cheers 



IT might not a-peel to everyone but 
dozens sacked off the prospect of a Sat¬ 
urday lie-in to race through Ely lumber¬ 
ing bags of potatoes. 

Hundreds lined the streets to cheer 
on the 15 teams competing in the Isle of 
Ely Potato Race as they rounded a half- 
mile city centre course laden with 20kg 
of Fens-grown spuds. 

Pawel Kolasa and Anthony Barnes 
from the Atrium gym team, who 
were representing Jolly Roger pota¬ 
toes, were crowned overall cham¬ 
pions of the “dash potato” race, 
s-mashing their rivals Garret Farming 
in the Gold Cup final. The Littleport Li¬ 
ons Basketball Club came third. 

The sacks weighed the equivalent of 
six or seven standard red clay bricks, 
with the added bonus of being an awk¬ 
ward shape. There is some debate as 
to the most effective technique for 
carrying the load. 

Some opt for the slinging 
over one shoulder, which al-

though despite leaving the competitor 
lopsided provides a free arm to main¬ 
tain thrust and balance. 

Another method is to cradle the bag 
in front of you or rest the sack on both 
shoulders. 

The event, which is put on by 
Littleport-based firm Isle of Ely Produce 
to celebrate the region’s potato growers 
and the local harvest festival, contains 
five heats and a final. 

The Pretoria Energy Fillies and Mares 
10kg ladies race was the new addition 
this year and was won by Dawn Lamb 
Fitness, with farmer J Gilbert and Sons 
providing the potatoes. 

Ely St John’s lifted the Corkers Crisps 
trophy for pupils with Ely St Mary’s 
and The Lantern primary schools also 
taking part and all sharing a £500 prize. 

Donations on the day helped to 
raise more than £1,500 for local good 
causes, including Ely Hereward Rotary 
Club, which stewarded on the day. 

The winning duo won a trophy, £100 
and bottle of potato vodka from Anglia 
Wines of Ely. Everyone who took part 
got to keep the potatoes. 

Oliver Boutwood, a director of fam¬ 
ily-run Isle of Ely Produce, said: “It 
was lovely to see so many people 
coming out to support the teams. 
“It was a fantastic set of races 
and we look forward to welcom¬ 
ing everyone back again next 
year. Isle of Ely Produce are 
happy to play such an im¬ 
portant part in the commu¬ 
nity and will continue to in¬ 
vest in these types of events 
in the future.”

I WAS disappointed to see the online 
comments on one of your stories - 
about a former Ely College student 
who started a petition opposing KFC 
and McDonald's being so close to 
the college. Instead of discussing 
the issue, commenters resorted to 
personal attacks against the young 
man. 

How dare he care about the health 
and welfare of our children?! This 
petition is an evil vegan-communist 
plot to curtail our fundamental right 
to cheap junk food! (or so the online 
comments go). But they are missing 
the point.The issue isn't about how 
good or bad KFC and McDonald's 
are. The issue is about whether it's 
suitable to site junk food outlets 
within a few hundred metres of a 
large school. 

Let's be clear: it's not suitable. It's 
gravely socially irresponsible. 

Having them so close means a long 
stream of kids eating unhealthy food 
every break and lunch. Nobody's 
saying these "restaurants" shouldn't 
exist - just that the placement is 
wrong. 

The government (via Public Health 
England) has rightly urged planners to 
deny applications close to schools on 
this basis. 

Obesity is a greater burden on the 
UK's economy than armed violence, 
war and terrorism, costing the country 
nearly £47 billion a year ( Telegraph , 
November 2014). 

Thanks to George Osborne's 
brutal cuts, our NHS is at breaking 
point - and it will collapse unless we 
encourage our children in a healthier 
direction.

Not too many tastings, of 
course, to keep the drivers within the 
law, and all before an excellent lunch 
at The Angel, Larling, just round the 
corner.

Aio queues will 
just get longer 

TOO little, too late! The changed 
lane markings on the A10 
approaching the golf club roundabout 
have done nothing to make life easier 
for traffic coming towards Ely. 

At present, vehicles on the A142 
coming from the train station have 
priority at the roundabout over 
traffic from Cambridge on the A10, 
wherever it wishes to continue. 

When the southern bypass is 
opened, the situation will be made 
worse. Already, traffic in the evening 
rush hour approaching Ely from 
Cambridge can queue for many 
miles; urgent action is needed. 

Traffic lights at that roundabout, at 
peak times, should be the minimum. 
A left-hand filter lane for traffic 
continuing on the A10 towards King's 
Lynn would be helpful. 

Delays will get worse if the 
planners do not anticipate. We know 
that 3,000 new homes are scheduled 
for the north side of the city and, 
unless action is taken beforehand, 
we can expect chaos when they are 
occupied. A total of £35 million for 
the bypass is a lot of money to find, 
but it will not have been well spent if 
an overall traffic plan is not in place: 
sooner, rather than later. 

Should the district council agree 
to contribute generously towards 
updating the A14, outside the district? 
All councils are short of money, 
perhaps the council already has too 
many costly and ambitious projects 
under way.

A step in the 
right direction 

WELL, I do seem to have stirred up 
the pensions' porridge! Let me try 
once more to respectfully address the 
issues raised by Geoffrey Wool lard, 
Terry Hayes and Mike Rose regarding 
the fairness of the new state pension, 
which will start to come into effect 
for those that reach state pension age 
from April, 2016. 

The new 'single tier' pension is to 
be set at a level above the current 
means-tested pension credit level 
and, as Mr Wool lard rightly says, it 
will not be less than £151.25 per 
week for someone who has at least 
35 years' of Nl contributions. The 
state second pension (SERPS) which 
many receive now on top of their 
basic state pension is also being 
replaced in the new structure (but 
with transitional provisions). 

So instead of a structure comprising 
basic state pension, plus perhaps state 
second pension, plus perhaps pension 
credits and some other benefits, the 
new single-tier state pension will be 
set at a level equivalent to all those 
elements added together, but without 
the complications. It will, over 
time, become a much simpler and 
understandable system for all. 

Introducing such a major change 
requires a start date, which will be in 
April. It is inevitable that there will be 
some, taking a narrow view, who can 
argue that they would have received 
more under the other system. Hence 
there are special provisions to make 
sure that no-one receives less than 
they were originally expecting and a 
few will receive more. 

Just as Mr Woollard may be one 
with no eligibility to a state second 
pension or pension credit, so there 
are a great many, reaching state 
pension from April who for eligibility 
reasons will not get the full 
single-tier pension either. But 
no-one will receive less than 
previously promised. 

We should applaud the new 
single-tier state pension as a step 
in the right direction and of course 
seek further improvements in the 
payment level for all state pensions, 
but cognizant of how this may be 
financed. 

Those who see the new system as 
unfair might consider: 

• Is it fair that today's workers 
must progressively work and pay Nl 
for longer, before they reach state 
pension age and can take a pension? 

• Is it fair that each younger worker 
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today has to support more retired 
persons through their taxes than those 
already retired had to do in their 
time? 

• Is it fair that far fewer younger 
people in the private sector will enjoy 
the benefits of a defined benefit (final 
salary) occupational pension than is 
enjoyed now by many of their retired 
parents? 

.I could go on, or raise a 

petition! 

It can be argued that none of these 
situations are desirable or even 'fair' 

- but it is a necessary response to 
the realities of the world. And in that 
context, yes Mr Rose, the low interest 
rates have been bad news for savers 
and pensioners, but is it all down to 
government policy? 

Maybe you missed the global 
financial crisis - perhaps you might 
take a look at the experience of 
Japan, Iceland, Ireland or Greece to 
name but a few. 

And by the way - I have no 
political allegiance. I do co-chair a 
voluntary organisation of 500-plus 
occupational pension trustees who 
look after the interests of several 
million pension scheme members, 
both those already retired and those 
still working.

We can’t all rely 
on allotments 

IT is with trepidation that I venture 
to respond to one of the weekly 
diatribes from Kate Travers. The 
last time I did it I was accused of 
"Astroturfing" and I have spent the 
last three weeks trying to establish 
what that means, but to no avail. 

I will probably be accused of 
something even worse this time. 

The main thrust of her essays 
seems to be that the entire food 
production and distribution system 
(except for "local" production) is 
engaged in a conspiracy to poison its 
customers. It seems strange therefore 
that people are living longer than 
ever before. 


When I left school in the mid-60s, 
many eminent scientists predicted 
that the entire planet would run 
out of food by the end of the 20th 
century. In fact, we in the developed 
countries have never had such a wide 
choice of affordable high-quality 
food. This has been achieved by 
agricultural scientists, farmers, food 
processors and even those awful 
supermarkets. 

I do not deny that there have 
been mistakes along the way, but the 
industry is rightly highly regulated and 
errors are rectified pretty quickly. 

Farmers in the future will need 
to continue to deal with change in 
particular to reduce our dependency 
on oil and the problems of reduced 
water supply and climate change. 
These challenges will be addressed 
by science and not by a return to 


hunter/gather lifestyles. 

The food choices offered by Ms 
Travers seem to be restricted to 
foraging in the hedgerows, growing 
your own or shopping at the farmers' 
market. Unfortunately, many people 
do not have access to an allotment 
and the Ely Farmers' Market (of 
which I am a keen supporter) is only 
held twice a month. 

Let us turn to some of her dire 
warnings. The "scientific" paper 
which implicates "Roundup" with 
type two diabetes was written by 
one person describing himself as an 
"independent" scientist and another 
who is a computer expert. It appears 
in a journal with a very large warning 
from the editor that no one really 
knows who these people are. I have 
not been able to find any studies that 
suggest that pesticides and herbicides 


are the main cause of disease in 
humans. Perhaps she can tell us 
where to find them. 

We do agree on the dangers of 
high sugar consumption and, in 
particular, the consumption of sugary 
drinks leading to problems of obesity 
and high levels of tooth decay in 
children. 

We live in an age when many 
people do not have the knowledge 
or the confidence to cook low- 
cost nutritious meals from basic 
ingredients. Perhaps if Ms Travers 
could turn her attention to this issue, 
rather than trying to make people feel 
that they may be killing their children 
every time they go shopping, she 
may do a bit more good.

No fast food 
please: this is Ely 


A PETITION has been 
launched in a bid to stop fast 
food giants McDonald’s and 
KFC coming to Ely. 

Will Law, who lives in Lit- 
tleport and is a member of 
the local Green Party, has 
spearheaded the online peti¬ 
tion, insisting that Ely “isn’t 
about McDonald’s, KFC or 
any other chain restaurant”. 

As exclusively reported, 
both chains look set to open 
on the £16 million new Cine- 
world complex when it is 
built on land off the A10 at 
Downham Road after pro¬ 
posals for signage for Mc¬ 
Donald’s and KFC drive-thru 
restaurants were submitted 
to the district council. 

But both companies have 
already been given permis¬ 
sion to open in the city as 
when the Cineworld plans 
were approved in April per¬ 
mission was also granted for 
a number of food outlets. 

A council spokesman said: 
“The recent application from 
the developer is purely for 
signage for the restaurants 
not the use of the units which

has already been approved.” 

KFC say they are unable to 
say more about their plans at 
this stage but bosses at Mc¬ 
Donald’s say their restaurant 
would create more than 65 
jobs. 

While many families have 
welcomed the news, Mr Law 
is concerned. He said: “The 
largest secondary school in 
the area, Ely College, is across 
the road from this complex. 

“McDonald’s and KFC 
will profit from this, but the 
healthy lifestyles of young 
adults will suffer. Do you 
want your children saving 
their lunch money for Big 
Macs everyday on the way 
home? 

“Fast food waste accounts 
for a third of street litter and 
decentralisation will mean a 
loss for businesses, restau¬ 
rants and takeaways within 
the city itself.” 

By Tuesday afternoon, 350 
people had signed Mr Law’s 
petition. He said: “In the 


middle of an obesity crisis, 
it is absurd that a sport and 
leisure complex is not offer¬ 
ing more low fat, low sugar 
alternatives. 

“Ely isn’t about McDon¬ 
ald’s, KFC, or any chain res¬ 
taurant. It’s the quirky, pro¬ 
vincial qualities that make 
our city unique. Don’t give in 
to consumerism - keep Ely a 
city we are proud to live in.” 

A McDonald’s spokesman 
said: “We are excited about 
the prospect of investing in 
a new McDonald’s restaurant 
in Ely. The restaurant would 
bring over 65 new jobs to the 
area and we are currently 
working with the developer 
on their proposals.”

Barclays closes 
town’s branch 


BARCLAYS bank has closed 
its branch in Littleport - de¬ 
spite protests by local resi¬ 
dents and pleas from the lo¬ 
cal MP. 

Barclays bosses an¬ 
nounced in the summer 
that they wanted to close the 
branch, in Main Street, due 
to poor usage. 

In August, more than 100 
people staged a protest out¬ 
side the bank in a bid to stop 
it from closing. 

North East Cambridgesh¬ 
ire MP Steve Barclay was 
also angered by the plans 
and wrote to both the Sec¬ 
retary of State for Business, 
Innovation and Skills, MP 
Sajid Javid, and the acting 
chief executive of Barclays, 
John McFarlane, urging the 
bank to reconsider its deci¬ 
sion. 

But the bank shut for the 
final time on Friday. 

Kathryn Kitson, Barclays 
community leader for North 
West Anglia, said: “The way 
customers undertake their 
banking is changing as peo-

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pie increasingly use online, 
telephone and mobile de¬ 
vices. We must therefore 
evolve the shape and size 
of our branch network in 
response to changing cus¬ 
tomer behaviour. 

“At Barclays Littleport 
branch, customer usage 
had declined by 63 per cent 
since 2008 and 80 per cent 
of customers regularly used 
alternative branches, which 
is why we took the difficult 
decision to close the branch 
on October 9. 

“Our colleagues at the 
Barclays Littleport branch 
were consulted about the 
change and were given the 
opportunity to work at a 
nearby branch. 

“We hope that the avail¬ 
ability of nearby branches at 
Ely, Downham Market and 
Chatteris, access to services 
at the local Post Office and 
our range of digital channels 


helped to ease the transi¬ 
tion for our customers as we 
moved out of the Littleport 
branch.” 

Around 50 years ago when 
Littleport had a population 
of 3,500 there were three 
banks in the town. 

Now the population is 
around 9,500 and the town 
has no banks. 

Mrs Kitson said the deci¬ 
sion to close the branch was 
not one that had been taken 
lightly. 

She said: “We do not take 
the decision to close any 
branch lightly and we are 
committed to adhering to 
the new UK Government 
protocol on branch closures. 

“All of our customers re¬ 
ceived a letter, posters were 
displayed in branch and col¬ 
leagues were on hand to as¬ 
sist customers with any con¬ 
cerns they may have had.”

Joy as turbine 
plans rejected 


CAMPAIGNERS are jubilant 
after contentious plans to 
erect wind turbines in Stre- 
tham were rejected. 

Members of East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Coun¬ 
cil’s planning committee 
have unanimously refused 
the proposals to site two 
turbines at Red Hill Farm on 
Cambridge Road. 

Local farmer Chris Attle, 
who was not present at the 
planning meeting, submit¬ 
ted his plans last autumn 
and was proposing to offer 
five per cent of the turbines’ 
annual income to Stretham 
Parish Council. 

However, the turbines 
- which would have been 
102m high - proved con¬ 
tentious and last October 
residents formed the Stop 
Stretham Wind Farm Group 
(SSWFG). The group says 
that almost 400 people ob¬ 
jected to the scheme. 

Richard Nuttall, chairman 


JORDAN DAY 
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of SSWFG, said: “We are de¬ 
lighted and have worked 
hard to raise awareness of 
the proposed wind turbines 
and the effect they would 
have had on the local com¬ 
munity. 

“The planning officer gave 
an excellent presentation 
to complement the formal 
written recommendation. 

“I would like to thank 
the SSWFG committee, 
who were at the meeting 
and councillors Cheetham, 
Hugo and Hunt who spoke 
with me in opposition to the 
application. 

“The community did not 
want these turbines, had 
not been properly consulted 
and their concerns were ig¬ 
nored.” 

Planning officer fulie Bar- 
row was recommending 


that the plans were refused. 
Her report said the turbines 
would have had an “urban¬ 
ising effect” and that they 
would “significantly change 
the character of the area”. 

South East Cambridgesh¬ 
ire MP Lucy Frazer said: 
“This is great news for local 
residents. 

“Many people raised a 
number of valid concerns 
with me about the suit¬ 
ability of the area for wind 
turbines and I wrote to the 
council to ensure that their 
views were heard. 

“It is critical that local 
people have a say in wheth¬ 
er wind turbines should be 
erected in their village. 

“I am pleased to see that 
the views of local people 
were taken into account.”

EAST Cambridgeshire residents are 
being urged to find out if they are able 
to donate their platelets.

Platelets help patients to survive 
cancer and are needed by many 
people with severe injuries or 
undergoing major surgery. 

The tiny cells help to form clots 
to stop bleeding and one donation 
can help up to three adults or 12 
children. There is currently less than 
one platelet donor for every 100 blood 
donors. 

Anyone wanting to give platelets 
needs to meet criteria including having 
a high enough platelet count, so the 
first step to becoming a donor is to 
donate a sample of blood.

If the bins are full ‘take 
your dog mess home!’ 


TAKE your dog’s mess 
home with you if the bin 
in your neighbourhood is 
full. 

That’s the message from 
East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council following 
complaints that certain 
dog poo bins in the Ely 
area are not being emp¬ 
tied enough. 

Among those fed-up is 
Mike Hopkins, from Little 
Thetford. He said: “Sev¬ 
eral months ago one of 
the dog waste bins in the 
village was vandalised by 
someone setting it on fire. 

“Despite efforts by the 
parish council, to date 
there has been no re¬ 
placement. Subsequently 
the one remaining bin in 
Cowslip Drive is the only 
receptacle for dog waste. 

“I recently returned 
from holiday and ob¬ 
served that the bin was 
full to overflowing with 
waste bags. The situation 
is getting worse with dog 
owners depositing bags of 
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excrement on and around 
the bin. 

“The green in Cowslip 
Drive is an open area on 
which children of all ages 
play and the presence 
of this waste is clearly a 
health hazard.” 

He said: “I am fully 
aware of the current pres¬ 
sures on councils to cut 
costs but I feel that issues 
such as dog waste and re¬ 
fuse collection should be 
prioritised activities. 

“I pay £195 a month in 
council tax and expect 
such services to be pro¬ 
vided without having to 
prompt authorities to ac¬ 
tion.” 

Ely News has also re¬ 
ceived complaints about 
overflowing dog faeces 
bins in the city itself, as 
well as in Soham, Little- 
port, Haddenham and 


Stretham. 

In Little Downham, dog 
owner Piers Smart, who 
lives in the village and 
owns Scampers Natural 
Pet Store in Soham, de¬ 
cided to buy two new dog 
poo bins worth £250 each 
for the village’s Pingle 
Wood Conservation Area 
to help keep it cleaner. 

The Little Downham 
Conservation Group says 
that fouling of the paths 
there has “reduced dra¬ 
matically”. 

A district council 
spokesman said: “We 
apologise to the residents 
of Little Thetford for the 
problems they have ex¬ 
perienced and reassure 
them that we will empty 
the bin and help the par¬ 
ish council to obtain a 
new bin. 

“We would also wish to 
remind dog owners that if 
a bin is full, the best thing 
to do is to take their dog 
mess home so that it can 
be disposed of correctly.”

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COUNCIL 

Archives move 
is going ahead 


COUNCIL chiefs will be 
pressing ahead with plans to 
relocate the Cambridgeshire 
Archives from Cambridge to 
Ely - despite the move’s spi¬ 
ralling costs. 

It was in March that the 
Ely News revealed Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council 
was planning to move the 
archives from the basement 
at Shire Hall to the Strikes 
Bowling Alley in Angel 
Drove, Ely. 

The plans have received 
a mixed reaction to date as 
while some welcome the 
move others are furious that 
the Cambridgeshire Col¬ 
lection - currently in Cam¬ 
bridge’s Central Library - 
could be moved too. 

There was then further 
controversy when it was 
revealed the project has 
spiralled in cost from the 
original estimates, with the 
council now expected to 
fork out over £4 million. 

But members of the coun¬ 
ty council’s highways and 
community infrastructure 
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committee have now unani¬ 
mously agreed to continue 
with the plans. 

However, the Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Collection will 
be staying where it is - much 
to the relief of campaigners. 

In an email to the Ely 
News, local historian Mike 
Petty said: “The county 
council has voted to relo¬ 
cate the archives to Ely but 
the Collection will remain 
where it started - in the li¬ 
brary. 

“Thanks for your support 
in what has been a desper¬ 
ate battle that has been 
won.” 

Members of the commit¬ 
tee considered four options 
for the future of the project 
in light of the increased 
costs. 

A council spokesman said: 
“The agreement to continue 
with the project as a move 
just for the archives means 


an increase on the original 
budget estimate of £69,000 
- taking the total cost of the 
move to £4.2 million. 

“This option will mean 
there is not space to also 
house the Cambridgeshire 
Collection in Ely. 

“Alternative options for 
the Ely Registration Office 
will now be explored to meet 
the savings required for the 
service.” 

Chairman of the highways 
and community infrastruc¬ 
ture committee, Cllr Roger 
Hickford, said: “It was clear 
during the meeting that 
councillors are all still sup¬ 
portive of a move to Ely. 

“It offers a suitable new 
home in a location with 
excellent transport links 
and we believe the new site 
would mean more people 
can, and will access the ar¬ 
chives.”

I Use loose leaves not teabags; this 
allows a wider choice, it’s healthier 
and more flavoursome. 

2 Always use fresh water - never brew 
tea with water that has been heated 
more than once - it really tastes 
better. 

3 Only brew the amount of tea you will 
be pouring out. This avoids the tea 
leaves sitting in water and becoming 
bitter. 

4 Measure out your leaves in the pot 
and pour a little hot water over them, 
swirl around for a few seconds and 
then pour water away. This will wake up 
the leaves, get rid of impurities, bitter 
notes and some caffeine. You can then 
brew as normal. 

5 Do not use scalding hot water as it 
can damage the flavour of the leaves, 
especially more delicate teas such 
as white tea. Stop your kettle before it 
begins its rolling boil. 




The perfect 

Coffee and cafes have enjoyed a surge of popularity all 
over the UK but now it’s time for tea. Lisa Millard enjoys a 
brew and much more at Samovar Tea House. 




S AMOVAR Tea House has the ability 
to cast spells. Savour a pot of tea and 
slice of cake here and the flavours and 
fragrances will convey you much further afield 
than its Ely location. There's certainly nothing 
quintessential^ English about this tea house - it's 
much more exotic. 

Enter the Fore Hill venue and you are instantly 
transported to another world. 

In the window there's a samovar - the 
rather curvaceous and sometimes ornate metal 
container traditionally used to heat and boil 
water in Russia, Eastern European countries, 
Kashmir and the Middle East. It's an intriguing 
object and engages the curiosity of passers by; 
those who hail from far-flung, tea-drinking 
cultures smile as they recognise the traditional 
tea house staple. 

"One lady came in just to tell me she hadn't 
seen a samovar since she left Turkey 20 years 
ago. I could tell that seeing it made her feel 
very nostalgic," says Sofia Ward, reaching for a 
container labelled London Fog-the Earl Grey 
house-mix of tea she recommends for me - and 
cutting a generous slice of homemade cake - the 
jewelled ras-el-hanout (mixed fruit and pistachio 
with a medley of hand-picked fragrant spices, 
including cardamom, black pepper, cinnamon 
and paprika). 

It's a comforting and moreish combination of 
lightly smoky tea and a potpourri of exotic spices 
in a moist sponge. Am I really in Ely? 

Sitting on a cushioned stool at a wooden bar, 

I tuck in while casting my eye around the tea 
house. The shop counter is lined with sparkling 
glass cake stands filled with the bakes of the 
day. Rows of shelves on the back wall are laden 
with jars of teas - there are 1 70 to choose from. 
Other jars catch my eye; one is full of Rosewater 
Turkish Delight and another Arabic Hazelnut 
Tahini pastries, next to a mini sign announcing 
'Iced Iranian Orange Pekoe'. 

Even the menu, titled The Book of Teas and 
Coffee, is gorgeous. A painted wooden cover

has a chalkboard inside panel naming the 
Beverage du Jour. Teas are sectioned into types 
(or chapters) listing white, Pu Erh, green, black, 
blooming teas, aromatic, Yerba Mate, tisanes, 
chai and oolong. A map of the world shows 
where all the teas originate. 

Then come descriptions of each tea which 
are just delightful. Take Green Monkey: "A tea 
produced in small amounts and perfect for 
special occasions. This tea comes from bushes 
grown in the mouth of the Wir Yi and gives a 
light, spring-like cup." I've never been a fan of 
green tea but am instantly converted. 

Then again I could be persuaded to try 
Madame Butterfly - a Japanese green tea with 
roses and jasmine; Birdsong - rose petals, 
cornflower and vanilla pods blended by Sofia 
with Chinese Pu Erh tea; or perhaps Autumn 
Equinox - a London Fog-like blend which smells 
like wood burners on narrowboats in winter. 

"We sell a lot of loose teas," says Sofia. "I've 
noticed more and more people buying them. 

I think we've converted them! We attract a lot 
of foreign customers too. They like being here, 
as they find an element of something they may 
have lost from their own home country. 

"We also blend house teas and make herbal 
teas that help people sleep or have immune-

boosting elements to them. But what we 
have in the shop is just a fraction of the teas 
there are in the world." 

Sofia has always looked beyond her own 
back yard. "I was born in Spain and came to 
the UK, to live in Needingworth, when I was 
3 or 4 but I have strong memories of being in 
Spain. My family loved all-things Spanish, but 
I was fascinated by all-things Russian - I've 
no idea where that came from." 

School was not a success for Sofia, who 
left at 14, ("I was very badly bullied. It was 
awful.") "I wasn't brilliantly academic, just 
average, and it didn't work out so I didn't 
get any qualifications. But I loved music and 
played the cello." 

Sofia's fascination with Russia continued 
and, one day, while chatting about her 
obsession, a fellow musician told Sofia that 
her sister-in-law was a professor at a school 
in Latvia and, if she was interested in learning 
Russian, she should go. So, at just 17 years of 
age, she did. "My parents weren't too keen 
on the idea but they didn't stop me." 

Sofia spent six months at Daugavpils, in 
south-eastern Latvia, and loved every 
minute. "It was a city in the middle of a 
forest and predominantly ethnically Russian. 

It was one of the poorest parts of the EU at 
that time and there were not many foreigners 
there at all - it was like nowhere I'd ever 
seen before." 

Her fascination with Russia continued and 
took her there numerous times over the next 
few years: she worked at an English nursery 
in Moscow before moving to St Petersburg 
for a spell, then Poland teaching English and 
back to Moscow to work at an art gallery, 
which she loved. 

"Moscow is so all over the place and a 
melting pot of things you don't really expect 
to find together. The metro system is full 
of chandeliers and mosaics. It's one of my 
favourite places." 

During her time abroad Sofia acquired 
a passion for tea and tea houses which 
has never left her. "I've been to tea rooms 
that are nothing like European tea rooms. I 
went to the most beautiful places where tea 
houses are for ordinary people and about

sitting with people 
you like and drinking 
as much tea as you can - 
and it's OK to ask for more hot water to 
steep your tea, which is not done in England. 
But you can do that at Samovar." 

Returning to the UK, where she worked 
in a language school in Cambridge for 
some years, Sofia decided to start her own 
business: "I knew it would have to be tea." 

Sofia tested the idea by taking a selection 
of loose teas to markets in Ely, Cambridge, 

St Ives and Bury St Edmunds. Working with 
Marta Czarniewska, a friend from Poland 
who "knows her teas", the pair cultivated a 
following by attending pop-up events and 
creating interest through social media. "By 
the time we opened Samovar in 2012 we 
had developed the brand and created a 
market. We already had lovely customers at 
Ely market and now we have lots more," says 
Sofia, who is 27 and now runs the business 
alone. 

Samovar has gone from strength to 
strength and attracts a wide customer base 
by opening the tea house as a venue for 
music nights, a sci-fi book club and tea 
tasting events - the next one will be in 
October. The food offering is tasty too - 
toasted bagels and freshly-made paninis (take 
a peek at the Facebook page to keep up with 
the menu). "We are definitely getting better 
known," says Sofia. "People are broadening 
their tea horizons." 

As autumn beckons, Samovar comes into 
its own. Lanterns create a cosy atmosphere 
and the squishy leather sofa in the back 
room invites someone to curl up on it and 
get stuck into a good book and a cup of, 
mmm, Madame Butterfly, I suggest. Games, 
playing cards and puzzles are stacked on 
neat shelves - pick-up-sticks and sudoko 
among them - inviting tea drinkers to kick 
back and stay for longer. I'm plotting to move 
to Ely - I want Samovar as my local. 

I leave with a bag of Green Monkey tea, 
a glass teapot, a feeling of wanderlust, much 
admiration for Sofia and a huge crush on 
Samovar. 

It's most definitely time for tea.

Diesel saga is boost for 
electric and hybrid cars 


A NEW survey says that 53 

per cent of drivers planning 
to buy or lease a new car in 
the next two years are considering 
an electric or hybrid vehicle. 

The survey, conducted for the 
Institute of the Motor Industry 
(IMI), the professional body for 
the retail motor sector worth 
£152 million a year, shows 
dramatic growth in demand for 
alternative fuelled vehicles from 
the two per cent of overall of car 
sales in 2014. 

Manufacturers concerned 
by the recent diesel emissions 
turmoil will welcome the potential 
demand for AVs, demonstrated 
in the survey of 2,000 car owners 
carried at the end of last week. 
However, the IMI is raising 
concerns about skill shortages 
and lack government regulation 
covering electric and hybrid 
vehicle maintenance and repair. 

IMI awards 96 per cent of 
automotive qualifications and 
can report that 1,000 technicians 
are currently qualified to Level 
3 in electric vehicle and hybrid 
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TESLA: Is thriving in an environment which places a premium on cleaner 
vehicles 


maintenance. Another 1,000 
are currently are taking the 
three-year course. With around 
1 70,000 technicians working in 
the industry and less than two 
per cent properly qualified to 
work on these cars, a surge in 
demand for electric vehicles will 
lead to difficulties for owners and 


businesses. 

IMI is concerned that a future 
dearth of specialist EV skills 
will lead to unqualified staff 
attempting to work on these 
vehicles with potentially fatal 
consequences. 

IMI is calling on the government 
to address the skills shortage 


with a proactive apprentice 
recruitment programme to help 
industry to bridge the skills gap. 

It also wants the Department for 
Transport to introduce a license to 
practice for technicians working 
on electric and hybrid vehicles 
in similar way it regulates vehicle 
air conditioning maintenance 
and repair to protect the driving 
public. 

IMI's CEO Steve Nash said: 

"We have always expected 
demand for electric and hybrid 
vehicles to increase gradually 
over time as the cars become 
more sophisticated and the public 
become aware of their quality. 

The level of demand shown in this 
survey is astonishing and requires 
a response from Government. 

"We need a license to practice 
for technicians to reassure 
the public and to protect the 
employers who invest in the skills 
required to take care of the next 
generation of vehicles and their 
owners. We will be seeking and 
urgent meeting with ministers as a 
matter of urgency."
